Loans and Deposits Give 
Financial Picture 
of Section 


Reflected by liquidation of loans 
arid increased bank deposits, the 
financial condition of the Ever- 
gladés trucking section of Palm 
Beach county is said to be consid- 
erably better than at a compara- 
tive-time last year or the year be- 
fore. Figures furnished by E. G. 
Kilpatrick, jr., cashier of the Bank 
of Pahokee, show -a reduction in 
loans of $10,000 less thari at this 
time last year and a financial 
statement shows a similar reduc- 
tion under a comparative time in 
1932. The decrease in loans indi- 
cates a wide distribution of money 
received by Everglades farmers 
for their winter crops and eases 
the financial burden of individuals 
carried over from the previous 
season. 

Deposits at the Bank of Pahokee 
Tuesday of this week totaled ap- 
proximately $386,933 or $163,775 
more than was on deposit at this 
time last February.
